The prior art does not teach or suggest an 
isolated nucleic acid molecule comprising the sequence of SEQ ID NO:1 that encodes the 
amino acid sequences of SEQ ID NO:2 (v-IL-6). 

The art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: Human herpesvirus 8 encodes a homolog of interleukin-6. Neipel e al, J Virol. 
71(1):839-842, 1997 (ref. of record on PT01 449).
